When ho suw u collision was im- 
minont, witness ported, but the other launch 
struck the -Heron fall: on the port bow. 
Tho lauttor's engines. were going ahead ot the 
time of the collision. 

Li Shang, master.of No. 1-Dock:lsunch, said 
he held an engineer's certificate, bat had loft it 
athome. He was going alonyside the Hong- 
kong Maru when he saw the Heron coming up 
from. under her stern. Witnoxs sounded his 
whistle and ported, but the Heron kept straight 
on, and the Dock launch stiuok her on the port 
bow, . Witness‘s engines were yoing* astern at 
the time; he resumed them about three or four 
boat lengths away. 

George Patton, foreman with the Dock Com, | 
pany; who-was-on-bostd No.‘launch, said they | 
were going alongside the Hongkong Maru on 
the port side.- TheHeron came up under the 
vessel's stern, and turned betwoen it and the 
Dock launch. On seeingthe Herenthustarn up, 
the Dock launch ported and the former star- 
boarded. - Tho launches twisted and turned 
about several times and then collided.
